surrender this desirable perquisite. The
reasons urged in defense of it are weak or
fallacious, while the malpractices inseparably
connected with it grow worse and worse year
after year, pud entail npon the nation an im-
mense loss, In this age of newspapers and
telegraphs, it has consed to serve any impor
lant gogd prvpose that cennot be betler

to one, The real utility of the franking pri-
vilege is so slight that no appreciable injury
would result from its entire abolifion. And
while it does so little good, it constantly as-
gists petty frands upon the Covernment, en-
courages and entails unnecessary expendi-
tures, and is prostituted to unworthy and im-
proper purposes by careless or corrupt Con.
gressmen. On the one hand an attempt is

made to render the Post Office Department |

self-sustaining, while on the other the men
charged with the direction of national affairs
are constantly robbing it of its legitimate
revenues, and loading it down with nonneces-
sary expenditures, Nearly every one of the
possessors of the franking privilege is con-
stantly besieged by a horde of beggars for
franked envelopes, and there are few who
have the moral courage to resolutely abstain
from
thievery. by which the nation isannually robbed
of hundreds of thousands, if not millions of
dollars, by the aid or comnivance of chosen

becoming accomplices in this petty |

agents whe have no more moral right to in- |
directly alienate money from the Treasury |

than to openly steal it
for no other, the franking privilege should be
abolished. Tt wounld be infinitely better to
approprinte a large fixed sum for the pay-
ment of the postage of those who now pos-
sess fhis dangerous power, than to permit
them to continue to deaw drafts at will for
an unlimited amount, and for the nse of all
their partienlar friends, as well as them-
selves, upon the Post Office Department. In
England this reform has been carried to
such lengths that even the Queen is obligad
to put a postage-stamp upon her own private
and officiul letters, and as a natural conse-
quence of this and other reforms, the British
Post Office system yields o handsome revenue,
despite the maintenance of oxtremely Tow
rates of postage.

But the systematized and continuous frauds
upon the Government are not the only evil
of the American franking system. The per-
sonal nse to which Congressinen and Sena-
tors put it is often as bad as their notorious
collusion with the beggars of franks. They
load down the mails with sarplus matter,
They appropriate vast sums of public money
to the publication of large editions of docu-
ments whioh wounld never be printed if they
could not be distributed free of expenss,
They use the franking privilege as the great
adjunct and supporter of the disgraceful
system of buncombe speeches and buncombe

legislation, and it does great Larm
by the aid it vrenders in manu-
fucturing unfounded repntations for the

host of inferior or useless men who are sent
to Washington, In times of political excite-
ment they soatter their favors far and wide,
not to apprise intelligent voters of anything
which it is important for them to know, but
to create the impression that the welfare of
the nation is bound up in the continuance of
their power. The men who make solid répu-
tations or render real services do not need
these adventitions aids. Constituencies will
learn to appreciate the value of their services
without being deluged with franked editions
of speeches which, in many instances, are not
even written by the members who falsely
claim their authorship. As the abolition of
the franking privilege would also, to a great
extent, involve the destrnction of these false
pretensions, and the false system of which
they form a part, the reform cannot too soon
be adopted.

MORMON PROPAGANDISM.
Briguan Youso and the other Mormon lead-
ers profess to consider the Pacifie Railroad n
blessing, but they have, by many unmistak-
able signs, shown that they are desperately
uneasy at the prospect now before them of a
large increase of the Gentile population of
Utah. More than dne desperate device has
been resorted to for the purpose of establish.
ing more firmly the authority of the Church
and of dvawing the Mormon community more
closely to itself. Brigham is now endeavor-
ing to establish co-operative Mormon shops,
so a5 to hamper as much as possible the busi-
ness of Gentile merchants, and confine the
trade of the Mormons among the members of
his own comumuunity. He has also orderad the
introductien of a mnew alphabet, which it is
hoped will introduce substantially a new
language, and put wup an insurmountable
barrier between the Latter Day Baints and
the strangers who threaten to drive them
{ from the homes they have built up in the
| wilderness, All of these devices have an air
of desperation about them that proves how
clearly the Prophet foresees the approach of
the evil day: and that he is both bold and
cunning is shown by the sending out of mis-
sionaries to propagate Mormon  principles
throughopt the States and Territories of the
Union. When the Mormons first took pos-
session of Balt Lake Valley, they were fur-
ther removed from civilization and the autho-
rity of ' the United States Government than
if they were on the other side of the ocean.
A stern determination was' shown to pre-
serve this isolation, if possible, and rumors
were frequent of the outenges perpotrated, by
the grder of Yonng, upon intradets aud upon
dissatisfied Mormons who attempted to
escape.  The Government failed time and
again to support its authority by armed
forces, and Brigham reigned seoure in his
retreat. The tide of civilization, however,

the age, and the time has now arrived when
there is no excuse for the nation’s submitting
to it any longer.

THE “AGE® VS, MRS STOoWFE

Tae Ape this morning makes the remarkable
announcement tliat it ““was the first if not the
only American jonrnal which denounced the
Stowe seandal 68 an outrage, not on Lord or
Lady Byron, but on Byron's dead sister.” In
view of the faot that the entive American

press, almost without exeception, eondemned |

in no measured terms from the first Mrs.
Stowe's paper in the September number of
the Atlantie, this statement is certainly re-
markable, and the only conclusion we c¢an
arrive at is that the vituperative articles that
have appeared in the Age ngainst Mrs. Stowe
were written by some one—probably a resi-
dent tf Chesnut Hill-—who does not rend tha
papers, and who consequently does not know
what public sentiment really is with regard to
this matter. The regular editors of that
journal conld never have made such an asser-
tion of their own motion, as they know per-
fectly well that it is untrue, and that all of
their renders must be aware of the faet.

The articles that have appeared in the Age
on the subject of the Byron seandal stirred
up by Mrs, Stowe, have condemned that
lndy not so much because she vilifled Byron
and his sister as because sheis an original
abolitionist, a Beecher, and the author of
“Unpele Tom's Cabin.” The writer in the
Age hated Mrs. Stowe for the good service
she did in the cause of freedom, and this mige-
rable Byron affair gave him the opportunity
he wished for fo abwige her for what were,
in his eyes, her venl offensas—n consistent
opposition to human slavery in the United
Btates, and an endeavor to edncate publie
sentiment up to the point of demanding its
abolition and to resisting the insolence of
Southern slaveholders in their attempts to
control the whole poliey of the Government
in their own interests. The .lj¢ endeavored
to make political capital out of the Byron
seandal, but the time for that sort of thing
has gone by, and even the most ardent poli-
ticians of the Democratic party have ceased
to take much interest in the discussion of the
slavery qnestion. Tt is only a few men, like
the Chesnut Hill contributor to the editorial
columns of the Age, who find their ocenpa-
tion as leaders in the Democratic party gone
forever, that look back with regret to the pro-
slavery days before the war; and npon these
the mass of the nation now gazes with pity
and contempt whenever they put in a public
appearance.

Mrs. Stowe's paper in the Aflantic was
condemned withont reserve by the press of
the United BStates, Repnblican as well as
Democratic. 1t was econdemned on its own
merite, and without regard to the writer's po-
litical or veligions principles, and the conse-
quence was that the editorinl articles in the
Age excited no attention whatever, especially
as the majority’of the readers of that journal
know little and care less nbout either Byron
or his sister,

OBITUARY.

Mon, Charles A, Wicklifte,

The Hon, Charles A. Wickliffe, who fgured promi-
nently in the political world, died on Saturday even-
ing, at the resldence of his son-in-law, in Howard
County, M., whither he had gone recently to take
medical advice, He was born in Bardstown, Ken-
tucky, on the sthof June, 1785, and had therefore
strained the advanced age of elghty-one years,
After recedving a prellminary education at the
grammuor school in his native rown, he stadied law,
and goon rose toa high rank in his profession. He
took part in the war ol 1512, acling as an alde to
General Caldwell, and belng present at the battle of
the Thames, About the saie time he entered upon
his political carcer, serving in the Leglsiature of
Kentoeky from i518 to 1820, Jo the latter yoar, he
was transferred to the Natlonal House of Represen
tatives, retaining his seat in that body daring a
period of ten years,

On his retirement from Congress, he Wwas again, in
1688, "vlected a member of the Btate Legislature, and
in the subsequent year was placed ln the Speaker's
clinlr, In 1836 he wos elected Lisutenant Governor
of the State, begoming acting Governor jn 1489, by
the death of Governor Clark. When John Tyler
sucoeeded to the Prestdency on the death of Genéral
Harrison, Mr, Wickllife was tuken Into the Cabinet ns
o8 Postmaster-General, in September, 1841, a8 soon
the confirmed apostacy of Tyler caused the resigna-
tion of nearly all the Cabinet Ministers appointed by
is predecessor, In this position he served until the
cloge of Tyler's adminitration, and then, in 1845,
Was sent by President Polk on & s&ecret, misslon to
Texas, for the avowed purpese of promoiing the an-
nexation programme of the slaveholling oligarchy.
On cotpleting thils mission, he did not appear pro-
minently in political amilrs until the outbreak of the
Rebelllon, the only pogition held by hhn in the long
interval being that of & seat in the State Constitu-
honal Convention of 1849,

When the Southierp leadera entergd into their ne-
farious condpiracy for the digrupton of the Union,
AMr. Wicklile emerged froim his long retirement as s
professed opponent of secession, partivipating in the
abortive Peace Congress of Fobruary, 1561, and
belng eledted soon after s member of Congress from
the Find diatrict of Kentucky, recelving over eight
thousund voles agalnst less than three thonsand for
his secession adversary, Although ostensibly op.
